Genoa conference, which has been 
alternating between fears and hopes 
and 
punctuated by crises 
Which 


threatened to destroy it altogether, 
•et itself grimly to the task of read- 
justing the economic life of Europe. 


The announcement by the Ger- 


man delegates late last night that 
they would not reply to the allies 
second note, because they did not 
wish to endanger the success of the 
conference, was received everywhere 
with frankly uttered words of re- 
lief for almost -everybody was be- 
ginning to despair secretly that the 
conference 
would end in economic 


achievement. 


In all quarters today were heard 


words of praise for the patient ef- 
forts of the Italian leaders to re-es- 
tablish harmony so that the conf.r- 
ence might concentrate upon the 
constructive problems for which it 
•was organized. Six sub commissions 
were scheduled to hold meetings to- 
day and the committee of experts 
on European questions made plain 
to take up seriatum the report on 
the reconstruction of Russia pre- 
pared by the allied experts who met 
In London. 


This report concerns 'not only the 


question of the handling of Russia's 
debts, but also matters "ital to for- 
eigners in their relations with Rus- 
sia bearing on the legal protection 
^ they are to have it their dealings 


in Russia. 


The Soviet delegation has over- 


thrown for the moment its noted mem- 
orandum issued as an answer to the 
"experts because it is in contradic- 
tion with the later Russian note ac- 
ce'pting the allies terms as a basis 
of discussion. Russian 
spokesmen 


explained 
that the memorandum 


which the powers found unsatisfac- 
tory, merely voiced the opinions of 
the 
Soviet 
delegates at the 
first 
stage of negotiations. 


They were 
careful, 
however to 


make the reservation that this modi- 
fication was contingent upon "the 
successful outcome of the present 
pour parleers" but the conference 
has produced so many shocks and 
longer are causing the panic which 
they did at the outset of the delib- 
erations. 


Everybody appears to desire some 


concrete results and then to return 
home feeling that at least a hope- 
ful beginning has been made toward 
rebuilding the deranged 
economic 


machinery of Europe.

mans must either accept the condi- 
tions laid down by the reparations 
committee or default in their pay- 
ment, is

France, said the premier. It 
is 


France's duty, he added, "in full in- 
dependence", to assume the duty of 
maintaining the 
integrity of 
the 
treaty. 


"All we ever have asked and all 


we ask today is the execution of the 
treaty," 
said 'M. Poincare, 
"and 


that we must have and shall have. 
The peace of Europe depends upon 
it. Our future 
and 
our national 


prosperity depend upon it. 


"It is not by precipitate action or 


' by decisions without reflection that 
we will obtan it. It is by persever- 
ing and methodical action. But it 
must be done." 


The premier declared he ardently 


hoped for the cooperation of the al- 
lies in case Germany defaulted, but 
according to the terms of the treaty, 
he added, "each may in case of need, 
take respectively such measures as 
are deemed necessary and we shall 
not suffer it that our unfortunate 
country succumb under the burden 
of reparations alongside of a Ger- 
many that does not consent to make 
the«necessary effort to discharge her 
debts. 


"We shall defend in full independ- 


ence, the French cause, and we shall 
not abandon any arms the treaty 
gives us."

masts and wires they had to carry 
for their antenna.

Germany Says New Po- 
land Will Be Gobbled 
Up By Russia and Ger- 
many. 


New Tork, April 24.—(By NEA)— 
"What I have for a year or more 
predicted in speeches and articles 
has happened." declares James W. 
Gerard, former ambassador to Ger- 
many, in a -statement to the News- 
paper Enterprise association 


"Germany forced Into a corner by 
the demand for sums greater than 
can be wrung from the German peo- 
ple, has chosen to make an alliance 
with Russia and to seek from the 
economic benefits to be derived from 
such an alliance the wherewithal 
to pay her pressing creditors. 


"Few people realize that for years 


the commercial language of Russia 
was German, that the educated part 
of the population of the Baltic states 
is Germanic, and that from the men 
of German descent in these states 
were chosen many of the best gen- 
crSls and administrators of the old 
Russia. 


"And as surely as night follows 


day there will follow a military al- 
liance between Germany and Russia. 
"France mav well fear the day 


when the hordes of Russia, drilled 
and disciplined by Germans, led by 
Germans, with all the vast resources 
of Russia administered by Germans, 
will pour across Europe in that con- 
stant drive to the west which seems 
brute instinct of all Europeans. 
"The new Poland will disappear, 


once more partitioned between Ger- 
many and Russia. 


"No more important and startling 


event than this alliance has hap- 
pened since that 
Armistice l)ay, 


when the kaiser's empire fell."

N«w York, April 24.—(By NBA.)— 


The German-Bolshevist treaty does 
not change materially the long-es- 
tablished relationships between Ger- 
many and the Bolshevik!, according 
to A. J. Sack, director of the Rus- 
clan 
Information Bureau of 
the 
United 
States, 
representing 
the 


Russian democratic anti-bolshevjst 
parties. 


"What makes the new Cterman 


Bolshevist 
treaty 
of interest, he 


says, "it was concluded. 
It is an 


allaince between Bolshevist Russia, 
and Germany in order to force cer 
tain things at the Genoa conference. 
The Bolshevist regime needs credit* 
without which it cannot continue. 
Germany wants reduction in repara- 
tions. 


"The German-Bolshevist treaty is 
a threat that if the allied countries 
will not agree to help Russia and 
Germany, the lateer will get along 
without them and, perhaps, against 
them. 


"From this point of view, the 
treaty is a stupid blunder on the 
part of both the Germans and the 
Bolshevviki. 


"The only result of the. German- 


Bolshevist treaty will be that the 
French position at the Genoa confer- 
ence will be materially strengthened, 
and Mr. Lloyd George will be less 
conciliatory towards Germany, and 
Bolshevist Russia. 
In his address 


before the British Parliament 
on 


April 3, while emphazing Russia's 
need for capital, the British prime 
minister made it clear that "It will 
not get capital without security, con- 
fidence and peace, internal as well 
as external." 


"The behavior of the Bolshevist 


delegation at Genoa does not inspire 
confidence and does not promise the 
establishment of internal peace in 
Russia and external peace between 
Russia under the Bolshevist regime 
and the western civilization. 
Those who wer» skentlcal from 


the very beginnin0 of the idea of 
bringing fire and water peacefully 
together, have received through the 
German Bolshevist treaty additional 
proof that peaceful cooperation be- 
tween Bolshevism and democratic 
civilization cannot be established.

Dr. Julius Klein, chief of the bu- 
reau of foreign and domestic com- 
merce, declares that whatever th« 
effect of the treaty may be politically. 
it is not likely to weld effectively th«- 
economic resources of the two coun-" 
tries. 


Allen Goldsmith, department ex- 
pert on German and Russian com-" 
merce, says that for the present at 
least dealings between the two coun-" 
tries will have to be primarily on a 
basis of barter and that this trad* 
is not likely to affect greatly preaent 
currents of commerce. 


"The big advantage of the treaty, 
commercially," says Goldsmith, "if 
that it puts Germany in a position 
to obtain full commercial informa- 
tion which she may later use to ad- 
vantage. 


"What trade is developed for th« 
present will be largely a matter ol 
barter, and Russia just now has littl* 
with which to trade on that basis. 
She has aconsiderable stock of furs, 
which may be traded for German 
textiles. 
But, generally speaking:. 


she has neither agricultural prod- 
ucts, nor manufactured goods, nor 
money. 


"One proposal which may make 


possible some considerable exchanges 
between the two countries, however, 
is that Russia supply raw materials 
to Germany, Germany to pay for 
these with finished products pro- 
duced In German factories. 
For 


Germany's part in this transaction, 
she would have left a large part ol 
this material for her own use or foi 
<;ale and export in finished form to 
other countries. 
"Russia needs, more than anything 
se, structural materials and tex- 


tiles. Germany has these for sale. 
But until Russia is able to pay in 
something more substantial than pa- 
per rubles, the problem of financing 
her trade will require something 
more than a mere treaty with Ger- 
many. 


"The futility of mere trade con- 
tacts with Russia, until some gen-

"The German is loud in his pro- • 
testatlons that he, better than any* 
one else, knows Russia," Klein says. ; 
It isn't so. The average Russian _• 
has much nearer the point of view 
of America than of Germay.^ He 
likes Americans better than Ger- 
mans.

"And, on the other hand. America 


understands better the needs of Rus- 
sia and can more clearly meet her 
demands. 
We never will let Ger- 
many act as a feeder of American 
products into Russia, When Ameri- ' 
can products go into Russia they are 
going to be sold by American sales- : 
men and stand on their own feet as 
American-made products."
